vast and savage domain once in- 
cluded most of Georgia and Ala- 
bama and much of Florida. 

A goodly number of persons 
now afe coming forward and 
asking where full tnformation 
may be had, since they have, 
they say, some Creek Indian 
blood, Apparently it was not until 
the possibility of splitting up the 
$100,000,000, which will be the 
amount sought, was mentioned 
that the Indian forebears became 
important. 

The Creeks were superior In- 
dians, as were the Cherokees. 


And certainly there is no good 
reason to be ashamed, or to hide, 
the fact of Indian descent. 


There were many substantial 
nnd successful marriages in the 
Creek nation, especially by the 
Scottish and English traders who 
lived in the nation for years. 
Many of their sons became chiefs 
whose names were high in the 
last tragic years of the Creek 
Confederation. 


There were the other sort, too. 
There were those who never 
went through the marriage cere- 
mony and there were, of course, 
the “blanket wives.” After the 


Creeks, who had a fine code of | 


morals and family life, were cor- 
rupted and degraded by broken 
treaties, warfare, whiskey and 
machinations of greedy persons, 


they did become a broken people. | 


Columbus, Ga., the first city to be 
laid out in the Creek country, 
swarmed with Creek prostitutes 
in jis early years, and across the 


river the deterioration of a once | 
~~’ provdend decent savage people 


was sad to see. 


Traders 


Some of the famous Creek 
names were Scottish ... Alex- 
ander McGillivray, Malcolm Mc- 
Pherson, James McQueen, Alex- 
ander Leslie, William McIntosh 
and William Weatherford are but 
a few of the names which were 
famous among the Creeks. 

Some were men who had 
married Indian women and gone 
into the tribes. Others were sons 
of such marriages. Many of the 
daughters of these marriages 
were taken as brides by soldiers, 
officers and enlisted men. 

A considerable number of our 
best families had such a start. 
Though the percentage of Indian 
blood has, of course, steadily 
lessened as succeeding genera- 
tions have come and gone. 

Outgf Thomas S. Woodward's 
publiah reminiscences (1859) 
one may take a sample of such 
a family. 

“William Mitchell, son of Gen. 
David Brady Mitchell, a

| Increasing scorn of Ku Klux 
Klan terrorism by Negroes was 
reported in a survey of some 500 
students at Atlanta University. 
Nearly 70 percent of those ques- 
tioned said Negroes in their home 
areas no longer feared the Klan. 
However, nearly a third of the 
students (who are from all over 
the South) said they distrusted 
and feared most white people.

But despite the gloomy military 
picture in Korea itself and the fact 
the Chinese Communists had 
abondoned all pretense of an in-

Pentagon officials held to the view 
the Soviet was still proceeding 
cautiously and would stop well 
short of precipitating an all-out 
war. 

Behind this thinking was said to 
be the Soviet’s awareness that the 
United States continues to hold a 
wide margin of superiority both 
in Atomic weapons development 
and production and the strategic 
airpower required to deliver the 
weapons to targets. 

Defense officials who feresaw 
the possibility that United Nations 
might have to fall back quite a 
dist-nce before the ground fight- 
-ing became stabilized talked of a 
line drawn across the narrow waist 
of the Korean Peninsula from 
North of Pyongyang to the West 
coast to Wonsan on the East.

Home Town Boy Makes Good 


You'd have thought that any marquee announcing Johnny Mack's 
presence at a local film palace would have brought on a stampede 
to see the Wiregrass son a-shootin’. But not so, until just lately. 

“When I first came here,” said Rufus Davis, king of the 
local movie industry. “I advertised my first Johnny Mack pic- 
ture. figuring I'd tear the house down. I didn’t get a quarter of 
a heuse, and I wondered why. 

“lI found out pretty soon. Just to simplify matters, Johnny Mack 
had been telling movie reporters and magazine people he was from 
Birmingham. The Dothan people resented Johnny getting away from 
therm. and they just didn't go see his movies.” 

Johnny Mack came home this Fall and personally corrected all 
that in the first protracted visit he has made to Dothan since the hey- 
day of the late Senator Heflin Johnny Mack was the king-bee of the 
annual Peanut Festival in October. 

Dothanites seemed to have forgotten Johnny Mack's home- 
town snub when he came, for there has never been seen such a 
mob as greeted him at the airport as he flew in. “Musta been 
30.000 people,” they say.

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The Grim Picture in Korea 


Our military leader in Korea and Asia, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, is preparing us 
for news of a disaster. 

It can be saved only by diplomacy. 
And diplomacy is in a straight-jacket. 
Only the Soviets can release it. 

What has happened is that the Chinese 
Reds have sent thousands, probably 200,000, 
of soldiers, plus tanks and artillery units 
into North Korea. Our forces, in danger 
of being largely trapped, may already be 
enclosed. 

General MacArthur has, in a commu- 
nique new to world affairs, announced 
that he is powerless to act because this 
country is in the United Nations and his 
forces are UN authorized. Therefore. until 
he receives UN permission he cannot use 
air power beyond the Korean boundary in 
Manchuria. 


One reason for the general reluctance 
to bomb Manchuria is that China and Rus- 
Sia are linked by a mutual assistance treaty. 
If one is attacked the other is pledged to 
undertake armed assistance. Bombing 
would almost certainly cause a world war. 

Air power could be used to inflict eco- 
nomic damage, but it could not effectively 
halt the flow of Chinese troops through the 
mountain passes. . 


China is not a member of the UN, and 


announces the troops engaged are volun- 
teers, a bald-faced, irrational falsehood. 

The picture is a grim one. 

At Lake Success we have charged China 
with aggression. 

Yet, we are already maneuvered by the 
Soviets into a position-of defending our- 
selves against charges of aggression in 
Manchuria. This is possible because we 
admitted, in an honest effort to seek peace, 
that one of our warplanes did strafe Chi- 
nese territory. We asked the UN to deter- 
mine the damages. 

This provides the Soviets with their 
opportunity to carry on a full-scale propa- 
ganda campaign in the UN in which we 
technically admit aggression. The Soviets 
will forget about the one airplane, and 
make of it confession of aggression. 
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H-Bomb Materials 
Plant for South Carolina 


Erection of a plant for making hydrogen 
bomb materials in Aiken and Barnwell 
Counties, South Carolina, just 20 miles 
across the Savannah River from Augusta, 
will quicken development of both South 
Carolina and Georgia. 


The fact that the plant will make ma- 
terials only, the bomb being assembled 
elsewhere, eliminates the more gruesome 
aspects of the project. 


The South Carolina site was selected 
after engineers of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the du Pont Company inspect- 
ed more than 100 possible locations over 
the country. Atomic installations require 
vast amounts of electrical power. It is, 
or will be, available there. The $76,000,000 
Clarks Hill dam, 20 miles upstream from 
Augusta on the Savannah River, will be 
completed by the end of next year or early 
1952. Hartwell, Ga., 100 miles to the north- 
west, is the site of a proposed $68,000,000 
It ought now 
to be completed as soon as possible. About 
100 miles to the east is the Santee-Cooper 
hydroélectric development. owned by the 
State of South Carolina. There are other 
smaller dams in the vicinity that will help 
turn out the power needed for the vital 
project. 

Regrettably, we can expect no help from 
the H-bomb in the present international 
situation. It is many times more powerful 
than the atomic bomb, but it probably will 
be at least two years before it can be pro- 
duced. 


Meanwhile, Georgia, which will fur- 
nish much of the labor and provide many 
of the housing and marketing facilities for 
those employed there, congratulates South 
Carolina on acquiring the gigantic new 
plant. 
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is untrue. 


This 


will be, of course, for Asiatic and home 
consumption. 

Nonetheless, ours was the only course to 
take. One could but wish we had been 
more skillful in the General Assembly 
maneuverings. 

In discussing the military aspect, one 
must separate General MacArthur from 
the MacArthur of the communiques. Twice, 
now, within recent days, the General has 
made the grievous error of announcing the 
end of a war which was by no means near 
an end. Earlier he declared the Korean 
war all over. A week ago he announced 
most of the boys would be home for Christ- 
mas. It is impossible not to be amazed, 
not so much because he was apparently 
without proper information, but that he 
would under any circumstances whatever 
make statements of such great importance 
when there was danger of contradiction. 
A thoughtful general does not claim final 
victory until the enemy is cleared from the 
field of battle. 

It is meaningless to debate whether we 
should have gone beyond the 38th parallel 
or not. There is an ugly story, without 
official recognition from either party con- 
cerned, that at the meeting between the 
President and General MacArthur, at Wake 
Island, the agreement was reached not to 
send troops north of the North Korean 
capital, but that South Korean troops were 
sent anyhow and, when they met with de- 
feat, they had to be bolstered with Ameri- 
can troops. 


The past is behind us. We are con- 
fronted with an ugly defeat, great losses 
and a diplomatic situation in which, for the 
time being, we are ironically on the de- 
fensive because of an act of diplomatic 
honesty. 

The great danger is that to attain a set- 
tlement we may agree to what would be an 
appeasement more disastrous, in the long 
run, than to fight out the one in which we 
now find ourselves. 

It is a black period. There probably 
will be more like it before the interna- 
tional skies brighten. 
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Georgia Cows Don't 
Give That Much Milk 


The Hartwell Sun points out that where- 
as Wisconsin has one cow for every four 
people and the nation at large one for every 
six, the ratio in Georgia is one cow for 
every 11 people. 

Clearly, Georgia is either short on cows 
or long on people, and we prefer to take the 
former condition as a guide to planning. 

It's the cow shortage that accounts ‘for 
our State having to import so much milk 
and it’s the same situation that affords a 
great opportunity for dairying here 

The dairy industry is well on the Way 
in Georgia, but that “one cow to 11 people” 
business shows how far it must go. The 
bovine that can meet the needs of 11 people 
must be an awfully good milker. Georgia 
just doesn’t have that kind of cows.

Unique Plan for 


Higher Education 


CHARLESTON, S. C.—Negroes are receiving 
all of Georgia's benefits today as the South moves 

: forward in its unique experiment in higher edu- 
catlon—regional schools. 

The plan was launched two years ago to provide graduate and 
professional training to youths of both races in Dixie. Todav 
Georgia has 14 students attending these regional, schools. All 
are Negroes. 

That is because Georgia, striving to improve its own schools 
for Negroes, is using this new Southern co-operative program to 
try to equalize the educational opportunities for Negroes instead 
of improving the offerings for white students. It obviously feels 
that if it added higher opportunities for white students, it would 
throw the educational opportunities of the two races into still 
further inequalities—and thus bring on new troubles. 


Dental Courses In the first year of regional schools, Geor- 

Zia sent some white students to Emory 
University to study dentistry. The State University System offered 
no dental courses. Naturally, Georgia also sent some Negro stu- 
dents to Meharry in Nashville, Tenn., to study dentistry. However, 
this year the Board of Regents decided against buying the dental 
course in regional schools until it improved its own courses of 
study, so it cancelled its contract with the regional board for all 
dental courses. 

Regional education offers training in dentistry, medicine, and 
veterinary medicine. Georgia contracts for the latter two. Chan- 
cellor Harmon Caldwell, here for the Southern Governors Con- 
ference Regional Educational Session, said that white Georgians 
can study medicine and veterinary medicine in Georgia’s own 
schools, so there are no white applicants for these regional courses. 
Georgia Negroes have shown no intenest in veterinary medicine, 
Sd right now all of Georgia’s regional places are. taken by Negroes 
studying medicine at Meharry. 

The regional program will be expanded soon to include courses 
Georgia has been alloted 30 places. Chancellor 
Caldwell says the Board of Regents will decide next month whether 
or not Georgia will contract for this program for white students 
and Negroes. 

Governor Talmadge, presiding over the regional education dis- 
cussion, led the Southern Governors in pushing the regional pro- 
gram into a second major step—the graduate field. He predicted 
that the states will be as successful in offering graduate studies 
as they have been in offering professional studies. He voted, along 
with the other Governors, for each state to put up an additional 


$6,000 annually for administration for this program. 


Under this new type program, Georgia would -decide what field 
it would like to specialize in. Then it would build, with its own 
funds, the greatest graduate school in the world in this one par- 
ticular field and open its doors to students from throughout the 
South. 

The Board of Regents will have to decide if it wants to develop 
such a regional graduate school and, if so, what type. 


Quick Comebacks Southern Governors are quick on the 
repartee. They have popped some 


quotable quotes when they let their hair down in round-table 
discussions of technical subjects. For instance: 

Florida’s Fuller Warren was being coy about offering a resolu- 
tion, stating: “I had rather it be done by some older *member of 
the conference. After all, I'm just a junior member.” 

To which Arkansas’ Sid McMath pointed up the short political 
life expectancy of Southern Governors with this question: “When 
do you expect to become a senior member?” 

At another point, Warren suggested that the Southern Gover- 
nors include on a committee to wire Congress the Governor-elect 
of Maryland, commenting: “He might be able to influence some 
Congressmen we can’t reach” (Maryland's Governor-elect is the 
first Republican slated for membership in the Southern Governors 
Conference). 

As the Governors were concerned over planning for civil de- 
fense and wondering what Washington will do, some Governor 
suggested: “Why don't we go ahead with our own plans? Then 
when the Federal plans come they will fit into those of the states.” 

But Gov. John Battle of Virginia injected: “That hasn't been 
the experience in the past.” 

In the civil defense discussion, Mississippi's Fielding Wright 
said he had “no criticism of the Federal Government”—and then 
the man who ran for Vice-President on the States Rights Party 
ticket in 1948 drew a laugh when he hurriedly added: “In this 
particular instance.”

Along with the others, I'am sorry Dr. Thomas Elliott inad- 
vertently violated a confidgnce in reporting an off-the-record 
discussion with the ministers, because he is a conscientious clergy- 
man himself. with much admiration for you. At the same time, I 
regret any misinterpretation I placed upon the account as it had 
-been published in The Constitution. That you have not suffered 
by this was happily attested. by the resolution of the ministers 
pledging their united support and declaring you to be God's man 
for this hour. 

However, it was my. understanding that you have sought news 
coverage for your crusade, and as a reporter I must protest off- 
the-record statements made in quasi-public gatherings. Inevitably 
they are discussed in public by those attending, and it is later 
charged the newspapers have not done their job in bringing the 
news to their readers. 


Nor do I think, Dr. Graham, that the Lord's Business can be 
considered off{-the-record. It is apparent that you admonished 
Atlanta ministers somewhat sternly for their shortcomings. If 
deserved, this is surely a matter that should come before the public 
and their congregations who have a right to demand better leader- 
ship. 

I should have been afraid, Dr. Graham, to have been in the 
position of judging so many after such a short acquaintance, The 
attitude of judgment was one the Lord himself was wise enough 
to eschew. His warning was to “Judge not. lest ye be judged.” 

Now, there is no doubt that the world cries out for a revival 
of faith, and that such gifted young men as you can do a great 
deal of good. 

Your followers here need you sadly, and never did they reveal 
it so much as in anonymous letters and telephone calls to me and 
my family in your defense. Only one woman correspondent dared 
sign her name. Only one man who telephoned identified himself. 
Not one of them offered to pray for my guidance from ignorance 
and misunderstanding into light and grace. 

An excerpt will show you how desperately they need your 
preaching and your conversions: 

“What do you, Ralph McGill and the other hard-time. hard- 
boiled tramps know about spiritual life? You had better stick to 
your racial themes and abuse of Governor Talmadge, and we South- 
erners will give you your answer. We will continue to have segre- 
gation in spite of you Yankee Carpetbaggers. Stick to what you 
think you know about... let religion alone!” 

I quote this pitiful letter only, Dr. Graham, to show you where 
your duty lies. 

The urgent problems of the South are no longer Sunday theater 
nor holiday dSaseball, nor even smoking cigarettes nor playing 
cards, though there are those Who would confine their prayers to 
those Uninflammable topics. 

There are many of us, Dr. Graham, including many ministers, 
who would like to see you address yourself to the crucial questions 
of the day that sear at the hearts of ministers when they. quest 
for a sign and a direction. 

Will you preach, Sir, on the sins of violent sectionalism and 
hatred, with brother pitted against brother? You are a Northern 
Christian, we know, and you could speak with conviction on that 
subject. 

Will you preach on prejudice, fear, the issues of name-calling 
and vain pride, hoping to inspire your listeners with their own 
tolerant approaches on these deadly sins? 

And will you, in ail humility, state your position on the 
greatest thorn in the brow of Southern clergymen ... the puzzles 
of race, of white supremacy and segregation? I do not ask that 
you solve them, Dr. Graham, for they are age-old problems men 
have considered for generations, only that you take your stand, 
as God's man for this hour. 

You cannot please all the ministers nor all the people on these 
subjects, Dr. Graham, but you will not let that cause you worry, 
because a revival is not a carnival, nor a popularity contest, nor 
a publicity campaign, but a consecrated effort to advance the work 
of God in His kingdom. 

And with this comment I’ve had my final say on the subject. 
May you have the greatest success in your visit to Atlanta.

ILITARY ACTION by United Nations 
forces in Korea and the mobili- 
zation of men and resources in 

this country and other free nations to 
attain and secure peace throughout 
the world, mean far-reaching changes 
in our economy and national life, and 
greater responsibilities for manage- 
ment. 


Industrial output, personal incomes 
and the size of the working force 
have already reached peace-time 
highs. Purchasing power is being lim- 
ited, however, by rising consumer 
goods prices and higher taxes. 


Beyond these general factors which 
are influencing every business, our 
own operations and responsibilities 
will be affected by the fact that under 
conditions of mobilization, the use of 
alcohol is greatly increased. Ethyl 
alcohol is a basic raw material. Regu- 
larly, it goes into the manufacture of 
hundreds of articles of every-day com- 
merce, such as anti-freeze solutions, 
shellac, pharmaceuticals and others. 
Government statistics indicate these 
requirements totaled approximately 
190,000,000 gallons in the year ended 
June 30, 1950. 


IN TIMES OF MOBILIZATION, alcohol is 
needed in vastly increased quantities 
for such military purposes as the pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber, smoke- 
less powder, chemical warfare mate- 
rials and rocket fuel. 


The Office of Rubber Reserve re- 
cently disclosed that at least four 
butadiene units owned by the govern- 
ment will be reactivated for synthetic 
rubber production, two to be ready in 
December, 1950, and two in January, 
1951. These units will require from 
135,000,000 to 140,000,000 gallons of 
alcohol a year. These and other mili- 
tary and civilian alcohol requirements 
cannot be fully met without some use 
of beverage industry facilities. The 
government has already asked bever- 
age distillers for a minimum of ap- 


proximately 10,000,000 gallons of in- 
dustrial alcohol before the end of the 
year, about 4,000,000 gallons to be 
taken this month and the remaining 
6,000,000 in December. It seems prob- 
able that an increasing use of beverage 
distilling facilities will be necessary to 
meet the 1951 defense requirements.
